At  the  Animal  Health  meeting  in  San  Antonio  the  federal  budjet  for 
brucellosis  was  reported  to  be  cut  from  891  million  in  1982  to  860  million 
in  1983;  $26  million  in  1964  and  86  million  in  1885.

WHEREAS:  This  has  become  a great  concern  to  both  the  Division  of 

Wildlife,  local  landowners  and  livestock  producers  alike  and, 

WHEREAS:  The  Division  of  Wildlife  is  presently  trying  to  alleviaLe 

this  problem  by  creating  additional  post  seasons  in  certain  areas  and 
oy  the  trapping  and  transplanting  of  antelope  into  other  areas  and, 
WHEREAS:  The  trapping  and  transplanting,  while  giving  some  relief 

to  the  area  where  the  trapping  is  taking  place,  it  only  adds  to  the 
problems  in  the  area  they  are  transplanted  into.
